MORE RURAL 
MAIL DELIVERIES 
IN ALTA. SOON 


Development Following War Will 
be Taken up by Federal 
Postal Department 


With the closing of the war it ts ex- 
pected that the postal department at 
Ottawa will give more urgent consid- 
eration to the establishment o., new 
post offices, and more rural free de- 
livery routes, applications for which 
have been piling up in the department 
during the last four years. 

The Edmonton inspectorate extends 
northward from a line across the pro- 
vince south of Red Deer, The other 
portion of the province ts under 
supervision of the Calgary inspector- 
ate. In the northern section the num- 
ber of post offices established during 
the calendar year of 1918 was 0, The 
number of offices re opened was 2. The 
offices closed numbered 19, and money 
order places established totalled 12. 

At the present time there are post 
offices in operation in this Inspectorate 
to the number of 681, the number of

| MONTREAL, Jan. 8.—The resig- 
nation of Art Ross as president of the 
Eastern Canadian Amateur Hockey 
As a hay been demanded on the 
ground that, as a former professional 
hockey player, he should not be the 
head of an amateur league. An ultt- 
matum has been presented to Ross, i 
is understeod, and a time-limit placed 
on his decision in the matter, other- 
wise a certain group of local hockey 
clubs Will pull out and will seek affilia- 
tion with the Canadian Amateur Hoe- 
key Association, it is stated. 


War, bitter war, has started once 
more amongst the amateurs, An an- 
nouncement by President Carrick, of 
the Montreal City League, composed 
of M, A, A. A., McGill, Victogja and 
Vickers, to the effect that the league 


has resigned from the Bastern Canada 
Amateur Hockey Association has start- 
ed it, 

“The reason,’ Mr. Carrick says, “is 
thag we are convinced, with Mr. Art 
Riss as president, the Amateur Hoc- 
Ley Association of Canada will never 
acknowledge the Kastern Association, 
and the City League thought it best 
for its own interests to at once affiliate 
with the Dominion body.” 

This statement has been followed 
immediately by an announcement on
